INDIANAPOIIIS, Feb. 18.—The governor 
has signed senate bills 6 and 19, which 
have passed both houses. 
The 
fint 
named is an act establishing a soldiers* 
orphan home. 
It appeals all previous 
laws relating to the home and makes an 
appropriation for the erection of addi- 
tional buildings at Knightstown. 
As 
the old law is repealed, the feeble- 
minded home, which was provided for 
in connection with the orphans' asylum, 
is left without legal support. 
Bills are 
pending to remedy this. 
The feeble- 
minded will be removed to Fort Wayne. 
The other bill signed by the governor 
authorizes cities and towns to issne 
bonds and to refund their indebtedness 
at a reduced rate of interest. 


The prospects for the legislation on 
the temperance question are not par- 
ticularly encouraging. 
The house has 
passed the high license and local option 
bill, but there is no apparent chance for 
it in the senate. 
The is a possibility, re- 
mote to be sure, that the senate will 
either amend it or substitute for it, and 
then the whole matter will go to a con* 
ference committee, who may be able to 
report a compromise bill on which both 
houses will agree. 
It is as certain as 
such things can be that a bill to increase 
liquor licenses to $200, and probably 
$300 or $400, would pass the senate, but 
no local option measure will, and to-day 
the democrats are seriously considering 
the propriety of puttiug such a bill 
through and sending it back to the 
house. 
They do not give the republi- 
cans credit for sincerity in passing the 
Reynolds bill Tuesday, and insist that if 
their political opponents had thought 
there was the slighest chance of it be 
coming a law they would not have let it 
pass the house. 
The democrats will 
caucus on the subject some time this 
week. 
The senators 
of that political 
belief are receving letters and petitions 
from their constituents imploring them 
to pass the Reynolds bill or at least 
something equivalent to it and these re- 
quests are numerously signed by de- 
mocrats as well as republicans. 
From 
present indications, a higher licensj bill 
could pass both houses, but owing to 
political complications, such a result is 
doubtful. 


A dispatch from Michigan City re-1 
ports that the senate prison committee 
has found everything all right at the 
northern prison. 
The house committee 
is at Jeffersonville, and may be able to 
find out something more there. 
It is 
rumored that another report more dam- 
aging than the first, will be made by 
members of the senate committee.

JTbom an article published 
M the 
Railway Age it appears that during the 
year 1886 remarkable activity in railway 
coii!;^iction prevailed, exceeding in the 
aggregate of new track added all of its 
predecessors with the exception of two 
years—1881, when 9,796 miles were 
built, and 1882, in Avhich 11,568 miles 
were added. 
Iu the year just closing 
over 8,000 miles of new main-line track 
have been built. 
Following after the 
depression in railway building which 
characterized the years 1884 and 1885 
—in the last only 3,331 miles having 
been added—the figures showing that 
8,000 and more miles have been built in 
the year now ending are the more as- 
tonishing, and the total is far beyond 
the general expectation. 
To show how 
the construction of the last year com- 
pares with that of previous years, the 
following table showing the miles of 
railways built in the United States for 
twenty years is printed:

Examining the figures of construction 
by States it appears that Kansas leads 
the country mth the surprising amount 
©f 1,520 miles of track laid down in 
twelve months; in fact the greater part 
of this has been actually laid within six 
months, very little track-laying having 
been done in the early part of the year. 
Nebraska comes second, with 737 miles; 
Dakota next with 678 niUes; Minnesota 
with 587 miles, and Texas with 543 
miles, and these five States of the great 
West show in the aggregate 4,065 miles, 
or considerable more than one-half the 
total new mileage of the United States 
during the year. 
Iowa, 
Wisconsin, 
Illinois, and Florida report from 321 to 
403 miles each, and the nine States 
named show a total of 5,528 miles, or 
almost 70 per cent, of the entire new 
mileage. 
The Southern States, with 
the exception of Florida, have not 
shown very gi'eat activity compared 
with those of the West, although the 
four States of Georgia, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, and South Carolina 
give a total of 570 miles of new road. 
The Pacific coast is showing new life in 
railway building, and California, Ore- 
gon, and Washington Territory alone 
have added 462 miles. 
In the eastern 
part of the country very little building 
has been done, the New England States 
showing only thirty-one miles and tho 
great Middle States having added but 
comparatively little to the mileage. 
The only States and Territories in tha 
United States in which no new track 
was added during 1886 are New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Rhode Island, 
Con- 
necticut. Delaware, Nevada, and T'tah.

stitute Bill Passed.

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 18.— 1:18 p. m.— 


The feeble minded bill has passed th« 
honsp. The vote was seventy to seven. 
"0. K."

Under the bill, tit passed, the cost of 


the institution ia limited to (60,000 
and the measure provide! for two 
departments — one industrial and the 
other cm to di an. 
In the former child- 


ren who are capable of being't&ught to 
be «elf-snppoiting will be educated. No 
low grade inmates shall mix with the 
others. Tho superintendent will hold 
office for three yean and receive H salary 
of 81,500. The mental, moral audby- 
geUo treatment will be in charge of a 
superintendent who mnst be an expert. 
The governor will also appoint three 
trustee*, and the building erected will 
be on the cottage plan. 


iNniANAPowfl, Feb. 18.— Tho governor 


haa uigned senate billa 6 and 19, whioh 
have pasted both houses. The fir*t 
named is nn act establishing a soldiers' 
orphan home. 
Tt appeals all previous 


laws relating to the home and makes an 
appropriation for the erection of addi- 
tional bnildings at KnlghUtown. As 
the old law ia repealed, tho feeble- 
minded homo, whioh was provided for 
in connection with the orphans' asylum, 
is loft without legal support. Bills are 
pending to remedy this. The feeble- 
minded will be removed to Fort Wayne. 
The other bill signed by the governor 
authorize* cities and towns to issne 
ponds and to refnud their indebtedness 
at n reduced rate of interest. 


The prospects for the legislation on 


the temperance question are not par- 
ticularly encon raging. Tho house hoa 
passed the high license and local option 
alii, hut there is no apparent chance for 
it in ton senate. Tho in a possibility, re- 
mote to boonro, that tho sonata will 
either amend it or substitute for it, and 
then the wholo matter will go to a con- 
erence committee, who may bo able to 
report a compromise bill on whioh both 
housca will agree. It ia OH certain an 
snob things oan be that a bill to increase 
iqnor licenses to 8200, and probably 
$00 or $400, would pass the senate, but 
no looal option measure will, and to-day 
he democrat* are seriously considering 
the propriety of patting unch a bill 
through and sending it bank to the 
hooae. They do not give the repnbli- 
oaus credit for sincerity in pausing the 
Reynolds bill Tuesday, and insist tbat if 
heir political opponents had thought 
there was thenligbeat chance of it be 
coming a law they would not have lot it 
pass tho honfie. Tho democrat* will 
canons on the subject Borne time thin 
week. The senators of that political 
belief are reooving letters and petitions 
from their constituents imploring them 
to paaa tho Reynolds bill or at least 
something equivalent to it and these re- 
quests are numerously signed by de- 
mocrat* as well aa republicans. From 
present indications, a higher license bill 
could pass both homes, but owing to 
jolitical complications, snch a result is 
doubtful.
